In 
the early morning they got their 
guris raady for tha huat. Mrs. 
Young called 10 thAn net to atay 
to ig or they would be late for 
l>r< akfast. Tlicy only went as far 
as the valley now occupied by the 
Arboretum. Here Uncle Oscar 
killed two hnc deer and they re 
turned to the house in time for 
breakfA4t, having been geoa only 
about an hour. And now fasts 
the thriving and chief mining 
town of Kentucky — Esriington— 
on the site of Uncle Oscar's former 
solitary dear stalks.

Laaf and Hoaorable Career la 
Bi^ad— Bar Takas AcUaa. 

From the KcDluck) New ICra 

The announcement that Judge 

iohn Fi'land had succumbed to 
eath shocked and surprised the 
city and threw a abadow of gloom 
over tha community whteh the glad 
aunlight of the Sabbstb moraiag 
could not dispel. 

The place wliicli tlic distinguished 
jurist iicKl in the affections of his 
home people couKl not have been 
more eloquently expressed than in 
the faces of the people on the 
streets and in the churches when 
the news became known. It waa 
hard to graap tha raal purport of 
the aanouncameat It waa difficult 
t9 realize that the lacfll BO lately 
seen in the active duties of a busy 
ife was now still in death, and 
that tlie voice, which but a few 
days before had been heard in 
pleasant greeting was now silent 
forever. While Judge Feland was 
known to be very ill, and it was 
understood tiuit the greatest ap- 
prehenaioa waa aatwtaiaed by his 
physiciana and familv, die public 
was unpieparad for tba Basra of his 
death. 

He had been confined to his bed 
less than a week. He contracted 
a deep cold, which in the roah of 
hie jnofaaaional duUaa waa neg- 
reeted. This devaloped into a moat 
malignant attack of the grip and 
last Monday he was compelled to 
take his bed. On the following 
day he began to develop symptoms 
of erysipelas. It attacked his face 
and spread rapidly over his throat 
and chest. This dangerous com- 
plication of grip and erysipelas 
waa accompanied by a very high 
fever and houra ol delirium. Shortly 
before noon his condition grew 
alartningly worse and his physi- 
cians, were hastily summoned. 
Under the influence of stimulants 
he rallied and during the afternoon 
his condition indicated a marked 
change for the better and warranted 
hope that hia robust constitutioa 
would triumph over the combina- 
tion of maladies. But it was not 
to be. At an early hour Sunday 
morning there came a relapse and 
he sank rapidly until the end. At 
7 o'clock the vital spark expired 
while the members of his family, 
heart broken, stood around his bed. 

Judge Feland waa born on the 
23d day of December, 1837, in 
Barren county. While a mere boy, 
his father moved to Christian 
county and was for ten years post- 
master of this city. He began the 
study of law in 1858 with the late 
Col. James F. Buckner. Shortly 
alter being admitted to tha bar, 
hoatilitlea between the aectioha be- 
gan and the young attorney en- 
listed as Quartermaster of the Third 
Kentucky Federal cavalry. He 
remained with his regiment until 
after the battle of Shiloh. He was 
then transferred to the Eighth cav- 
alry, serving until 1863, when he 
roturned to Hopkinaville. In the 
following year he formed a part- 
nership with Gen. Benjamin A. 
Bristow, who later was Secretary 
ot the Treasury under Grant. Later 
he was associated with Walter 
Evans. 

He allied himself with the Re- 
publican party in early life and 
never ceased to be a factor in its 
councils and policy in this Stale. 
His political career was equally 
honorable with his professional, be- 
ginning in 1875 when he defeated 
Hon. James A. McKenzie for the 
Legislature. He was re-elected to 
the lower Houae in 1877 and 1879, 
and waa Preaidential /elector for the 
State at large. on the Republican 
ticket in 1876. In 1880 he was 
elected to the Slate Senate to fill 
the unexpired term of Hon. Austin 
Peay. In conjunction with Judge 

ioabua F. Bullitt he edited the 
lew Code of practice which took 
effect January i, 1877. 

Upon the return of the Repub- 
lican party to power with the 
Harrison administration he was 
appointed Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Second Kentucky 
district, with headquarters at 
Owenaboro. At the expiration ol 
hia term he practiced hia profeasion 
at Owensboro a year and then re- 
turned to Ilopkmsville and re- 
sumed a lucrative practice. 

Judge Feland was married on 
Feb IS, 1863, to Miss Sallie Ken- 
nedy, daughter of S. W. Kennedy, 
of Todd county. Mrs. Feland and 
four children aurvive him. They 
are W. S. Poland, Deputy Reve- 
nue Collector; John Feland, Jr., 
of this city; Capt. Logan Feland, 
of the Volunteer army, and Mrs. 
John Gilmore, of Uwensboro. 

Judge Feland was a man of su- 
perior mental endowments and 
vast intellectual resources. He 
bad been a student all hia life. 
Not only had he pored over the 
principles and precedents of his 
profession, but he had gathered 
mto his mental storehouse the gems 
of polite literature and results of 
scientific research. 

With his wide range ol informa- 
tion his genial natun and engaging 
paraonality ha waa a man whoae 
aociety was instructive and widely 
sought. 

At the bar Judge Feland had 
lew equals in this State. Ik fought 
lor his clients with tenacity and 
contested every point with skill. 
He was a powerful and persuasive 
man belore a jury, and on the 
huatings in political meetioga he 
waa a dangerous aiotagoniat - 

He was s man of generous im- 
pulses and kind heart. His life 
was full of deeds of charity and 
kindnesses of the quiet, unostenta- 
tious sort. To the younger mem- 
bers of his profession he was ever 
generous, and his words often en- 
couraged those who despaired in 
the struggle. By none will his 
loss be more dseply felt than those 
who were wont to seek bis counael 



in the technical details ol practice.
